It is now the aim and ambition of tho 
broadcast organizations-of Europe to expand 
the "'S.B." system, and if fnehities can be 
given us, there is ng reason whatsoever ly 
vents of “real Intemational per tang 
should not be radiated from every important 
European statjon shnléanéously 

The first essays at radiating from Genoa 
were-abortive ; Us latest event shew’ that 
xperience teaches, and that ouly detailed 
improvements are eequited to bring about a 
universal network. When Parliaments ag 
mit microphones, when Geneva again has 19 
discuss affairs of real mament to us and 40 
generations to come, when great musical 
events take place in whatsoever city, there 
is no technical reason why we should not all 
hare ‘in occasions to which so many af us 
now manifest indifference through Jack of 
real contact, 

Thete may be mountains of prejadice ta 
level, there may he detailed ‘dificalties ta 
overéoms, but we technicians can-see aye 
way eleat to making thé Geneva broadcast

Postponing the Inevitable.
